When first announcing the project 
of immediately constructing the Cana- 
dian Pacitic Telegraph, wo took oc- 
casion to stftto that the work was some- 
thing very different from merely stretch- 
ching an electric wire across the con- 
tinent — that it mi^ht well ho regarded 
as clearing a path for the iron horse 
as well as erecting a medium for elec- 
tric communication. The following, 
•which is from the very host source of 
information, will show that the view 
ire ventured to express some eight or 
' -uiue weeks ago was perfectly correct: 
. The intention is to build the Telegraph 
ontlie exact lino of thellailsvay when 
it is located, and as fast as it is locivt- 
fe'd; arid the clearing oubof the timber 
to the width of 132 feet will, in fact, be 
• ipiart of the work of the consti-uction of 
. the Baa way. It will tiiUB* have the of 
feet of forwarding the work of the 
Bailway by preparing for it and gett 
ing 6ome of it done by the time t^e 
Government will be in a position to 
give out the railway contracts, whi^h 
will be done in British ' Columbia as 
. '|pon after the surveys are completed 
ns possible. The "Standard" affeots 
the belief that it is proposed to build 
a waggon road which will stand in 
stead of the Railway, for a time at 
least. This is not the purpose of the 
Government. But some sort of a road 
must he made in advance of the Rail 
way to enable the supplies to be got 
in, and the cutting out of the road 
way and the construction of the Tele 
gragh will, as before remarked, form 
in effect part of the Railway work it- 
self ; yet not in the sense of delaying 
the commencement of the larger and 
more complete work of railway con- 
struction, any more than the use of 
water-stretches in the first intanco is 
intended to take the place of, or dolny, 
all rail transcontinental comtnunication. 
It is not easy to understand oppoaition 
to tbesa necessary preliminaries, wbilo 
clamoring for the Railway. The' soouor 
they are commoncod the sooner will the 
Kailvray be bad. From the foregoing 
nnvaruisbed and truthful exposition of 
the purpose and poUoy>^^ the BomiDion 
Government, it will be, ^een-how utterly 
foolish mast be the strange opposition 
' dffered'in oertain uertain quarters to the 
, . opening, lip of road- ways, the construo- 
tion of a tbrobgh telegraph line and the 
improvement and utilization of water- 
ways. If there were any reasonable 
gronnd for isapposing that it was intend- 
ed to put British Columbia off with tbesa 
or any of them as a substituto for the 
railway, or if there were any reason for 
believing that the commenoement or com- 
pletion of the Railway would be delayed 
bj the immediate oonstruction of these 
preliminaries, then would the opposition 
be not only intelligible but proper. Bat 
the Dominioa Government are prepared 
io givis every possible assurance that 
there is no such intention. Push fnr- 
' ward the preliminaries, say we; for the 
sooner we have them the sooner shall we 
hare the Railwa}'. Will the obstruction- 
ists stand asiilo iui;l pormit the work to go 
forward ?

long straiglifc stretches wiirgive you n 
sight of tlio Fraser or Thompson 
Kiversfor niilos; but tbeso vistas aro 
very wide. A road 18 feet wide is swept 
over by a four-horse stage, with aijc pass- 
ougoi s inside and two and tlie driver out- 
side, at ft hand gallop most of the dis- 
tance, except whoro some long -iteep hill 
requires all hands to (lisinouut and 
change tho monotmiy uf tho iio.sition. Tho 
descents aro made at u fanioun paco and 
aomo of tho turns aro sharp. Tlio varied 
character of the soenpry enlivens a four 
days' journey. Every turn of the road 
proser.ts a differout picture and every 
few miles changes the chiirabtor of tho fo- 
liage of tho trees along tho lower parts of 
tho road; but no chango is visiblo in tho 
upper parts, as you have ever before your 
oyes the spruce, iir and pine to look at 
and wonder from what source they ob- 
tain their sustenance (they surely do not 
subsist by breathing) . Mighty roots nro 
clasping solitary boulders in' their ;hnge 
claws, and penetrating far down into the 
crevices of tho rocks .seeking for mould 
and water, while their enormous bodies 
stretcli their heads heavenward two or 
three hundred feet, blooming in gorgeous 
gioou, and oo/.ing out rosenous gums 
which fill the air with their healthful 
odors. The juniper, tho maple and the 
cedar help to till up the measure of this 
scented alino.spliero. Tho waggon road 
for -15 nrdes is onl^- a pass through tho 
mountains and the i'raser Kiver; a river 
majestic though it bo, is only a mighty 
torrent fed by tho cascades and streamlets 
which How down tho mountain sides; al- 
M-ays swift, seldom to be seen without 
mighty seething, boiling whirlpools, falls 
anil rapids along its coarse. An o|)eii Hat 
f land eoiitaiiiiiig 5 acres is a very largo 
one; niorti freipieiilly the H its are the 
size of a town lot in the city of Victoria, 
say tJU by 1:^0 feet, and these small tliit.i 
aro the stonping places of the stage. The 
soil is fortiio and yields abundantly every 
sort of vegetable usual in our country — 
Indian corn, cuenn.berH, onions, potatoes, 
peas, beans, cabbages, melons, sipiaahes, 
pumpkins, as well as grain— such as oats, 
wheat and barley, and where fruit trees 
have been planted, apples, plums, peaw, 
etc., ripon. I ate some of these rais- 
ed at Boston Bar on tho Fraser, aud some 
at Cook's L'erry on the Thompson liiver. 
The passage of the Cascades having been 
surmounted, you enter into oijen country 
above Jack of Club.-', and wider stretches 
of laud spread out liefore you as you uear 
Cornwall's farm house aud cattle ranch. 
Tho descent into tho Valley of the Loun- 
nparto is lovely. A pretty little stream, 
now bordered with lields of grain and 
liay which grow luxuriautlj u[)on its fer- 
tile banks; but, alas! for thohuabandmau, 
he has to toil to get water to flow over his 
lands. No gentle showers of raiu assist 
him to mature his crops. Long deep 
trenches convey the water along the hill- 
side, from whence tho farmers along this 
road obtain their supply of water to irri- 
gate tho soil, and skill iu applying ' the 
water is only attained by practice. Lit- 
tle gutters made as if by a carpenter's 
chalk line are farrowed up by a liarrow, 
and little trickling streams saturate tho 
ground after the grain is son-n, and thus 
water is drawn from theso main trenches. 
Probably years hence a system of obtain- 
ing water for agricult ural jnirpoaes may 
bo devised on a largo and cheap scale by 
the Gtnerament, wheu vast trucks of 
land now arid and worthless will be 
made to yield abundantly, ^11 the soil 
apparently being of tlvo same character, 
water, tho only requisite to make it jiro- 
ductivo being absent. 

Cache Creek, iu my opinion, -will even- 
tually be a plope of ooiisjdurablo ioipor 
tancu. I wonder it is not a littlo town 
now. Its position gives it a claim, I 
think, even over Olinton; bat - there is no 
accounting for the growth of towns in 
British Oolnmbia, nor the cause of their 
decline. 

I suppose that my little diary will not 
bo misplaced here. My friends must par- 
don my want of mechanical skill in the 
oonstraction of this article.
